And now a Junior College for Palm 
Springs and th e Desert Region.

trict boards, which the Junior College 
would serve jointly, the County and 
State boards and officials. 
The recent overwhelm ing approval of 
bonds for expansion of facilities of the 
Palm Springs Unified School D istrict 
Indicates th at voters of the area are 
aware of the need of keeping the entire 
educational system abreast of the rapid 
growth year after year. 
It is to be hoped th at the spirit of 
progress will again be strongly in evid­ 
ence in the Jan. 21 and following elec­ 
tions necessary to create the Junior Col­ 
lege D istrict, and to place it in final op­ 
eration. 
Everyone who has faith in the future 
of the D esert region should give active 
support tow ards bringing this splendid 
new educational program to full com­ 
pletion.
